rOrUTH DAY'S SESSION WAS

At the fourth day's session ot the 
Kentnoky oonfarenee ot the Methodlat 

F;pisi:oi)al church. In BOBBlon at Mil- 
It rsburg the early part of the morn- 
ing waa taken up with an address by 
Hrv S. Gordon.

Washington, D. C— European Rus- 
sia is over-rich in water resources, 
and her rivers, lakes and marshes 
hava' taken the plaee ot mountain 

systems In her scheme ot defense to- 
ward tho west. Each Important stand 
o: the Muscovite armies against the 
present Invaalon ot tha Tentoalo 
forces haa been made along a water- 
way. Toutonic arms have had to win 
successively passages of the Wartha, 
the Ban, the upper Daleater, the Via* 
tula, the Narew, the Nlemen and the 
Bug, and now tho UusaianH are ro 
ported to be regrouping on the line 
ot the Plnsk marshes and the Dona, 
or the southern Dvina river. The Na 
tlonal GooKrapliic Society in Its state- 
ment today gives the following dO' 
acription of the Dvina, which haa tak- 
en on a eharaeter ot great military 
interest as the Immediate barrier to 
Gorman advance on Potrograd: 

"The Duna river Is now fiiliing the 
part that the Vlatnla river filled 
throughout the Urst part ot the war, 

that the Rug llllod following the fall 
ol Warsaw and Ivangorod, and the 
powerful fortress at Duenaburg la now 
of the importance ot Novo Georgievsk 
on tho contested Vistula line or Prost 
I'itovsk on a contested line of the 
Bug. The Duna outs across the paths 
leaing to the north and Fatrograd and 
into the north-central Interior, where 
are the rich industrial cities, Moscow, 
Tver, RJef. While the Courland is rich 
the real resources ot Bussia begin to 
the west of this third Russian line. 

"Tlie Duna has its sourro in a small 
luke-cluster, about 800 feet above sea 
level, in the government ot Tver. It 
rises in the same highland where two 
of the mightiest rivers of Russia bo- 
gin their courses — the Dnieper, which 
flows to the south and empties at Kher- 
son into the Bteck Sea, and the Volga, 
which flows southeast and empties In- 
to the Caspian. The sources of the 
Volga, the rivers around whose course 
a Bussian folk evolved and a Busslan 
power grew, lie in the Valdai hills, a 
fow miles north of the lakes that give 
rise to the River Duna. The sources 
of the Dnieper approaeh near to the 
Puna on the south. 

"Tho river sweeps in a flat arc, 
southwest-northwest, to Its mouth on 
the Quit ot Riga. It takea up the 
drainage ot an area ot 32.960 square 
rniloFi, and Is a commercial way of first 
importanee in western Russia. Riga, 
situated ten milee from Its mouth, is 
one ot BuBsia'a greateat port cities. 

and a slguitlcant part of the products 
tliat its merchants assemble are 
brought down the Duna. The large 
ocean-going ateamera can aaeead only 
to Riga, but river boats ply as far as 
Vitebsk. Larger river boats navigate 
between . Duneaburg and Riga, a dis- 
tance ot 104 miles. 

"Tho river is 660 miles long. Its 
upper course lies through a broken 
country, giving rise to many irregu-^ 
larities tn its bed. In Ita tower eourae 
it haa an average depth of about 30 
loot and an average breadth of 1,400 
ftet. During the time of the spring 
floods these meaaursements inereaae 
largely. The Duna then oftn plies up 
fifteen feet above Its usual level and 
spreas odut for 'a width ot more than 
a mile. The river la free from lee on 
an average ot 140 daya In the year. 

"It is estimated that more than 2,- 
OI-O.OOO tons of freight are transported 
over the Duna each year. Among its 
tribotarlea, the Mesha, Usvyat, Kaa- 
piya, uiia, Disna and Bolder«a are 
also navigable. 

The Berealna caiial connects the 
Duna with the Dnieper, thua giving a 
freight route by water from the Baltic 
Sea, across Europe, to tho lilutk Soa 
As Is the general case with iiuusian 
rivers, the Duna abou^da In flsh. a 
very delicate species of salmon being 
caught In Its waters."

Washington. D. C— (Special Corre 
spondeace.)— In the United Btatei 
Senate on June 6, 1914, during a dis 
cusslon on the results of the I'nder 
wood UrlfC bill, a colloquy waa held 
between two leading Bsttators aa to 
whether the retail price ot men'a 
clothing has boon reduced as a result 
of the reduced tariff ou woU. In re- 
sponse to the sutement by the Be* 
publioaa Senator that he had beetf un- 
able to obtain any reduction In his 
tailor-made clothes, the Democratic 
Senator said: 

"It the Senator will Just Jom the 
holy army ot men that Qod created 
with such perfection of physical form 
that they may be lltted at a ready- 
made clothing atore^ the Senator will 
And that gooda are cheaper." 

As this statement was made In 
\Nashington and therefore evidently 
referred to Washington prices, your 
correepondent at the caplUl haa made 
an Investigation. Five prominent 
dealers In standard makes of mea'a 
clothing— makes that have a nation- 
al reputatloiK-were aaked It there had 
been any reduction in the price uf 
ready-made meu'a Clothing In the last 
three years. 

They aU said that they had to pay as 
much now tor their clothing as before 
the I ndorwood tariff bill went into 
effect, hence had to charge the con- 
sumer aa much aa before. They all 
said that the ouatomer pays at least 
as much now for hia ready-made 
clothing as be did three years ago. 

Uue dealer said that the cloth used 
now is no better than that uaed be- 
fore the tariff reduction; one said 
thai the cloth is a little better, he 
thought. Another said that the cloth 
is no better, but that the reduction in 
tariff Is made up for by a little bet- 
ter workmanship, such as tailoring 
and tluishiug. Two said that the cloth 
Is about the saoM now as then in the 
120 and 126 aulU and that the clothea 
for which these prices are paid to 
day will not give one bit better sat- 
isfaction or better service than sniu 
bought at the same prices before the 
Lndorwood tariff became effective. 

The fifth dealer aaid that he is do 
lug a buslnesa ot over $100,000 an- 
nually in a atandard brand ot cloth- 
lag and that, while the prices have not 
been lowered, be thought the cloth 
uked Inferior now because ot the acar- 
oityotweoL liaay ot the wool grow 

ers, autlcipatiiiK tlio tariff reductions 
hod sold their sheep and many of the 
sheep have been used for mutton, 
which haa deereaaed the number of 
aheep by about nine million head. All 
but one of the dealers said that they 
had much more money to spend be- 
fore the Democratic tariff became ef- 
fective. 

The cloth used In a suit of clothes 
costing at retail |40 or |GU doea not 
cost over K, and very probably it 
costs less. There la hardly a cloth 
ufccd which costs over |1 per yard, 
especially of the kind uaed in the av- 
erage price aalt retailing tirom $10 
to 126. Snppooe the prke ot this 
cloth were reduced 10 per cent, which 
would be a very great reduction, this 
could not reduce the retail priee of the 
sutt more tkan U eenta. With this 
reduction, a |26 suit could be sold at 
124.66 if the consumer were given full 
benefit. But our InTestigation has 
shown that there haa been no aetnal 
reduction. 

The claim of the Democratic Sena- 
tor, quoted above, is therefore wide of 
the mark and moat have been mode 
merely for pollUcal effect. The Un- 
derw ood tariff bill has utterly failed 
in its purpose with respect to this 
commodity and there la no doubt that 
the same teat may be aveoeoaflilly ap- 
plied to other noeossltles.

Prior to hla election, Woodrow Wll- 
Bou posed as an ardent advocate o{ 
popular soTsmBMBt and decried usur- 
pation of legislative power by the ex- 
ecutive. Since his inauguration as 
President every executive action has 
been ahmt the line ot eentrallaatlon 
of power and establishnient of execu- 
tive dictatorship, even to tint ('Xt(>nt of 
obBuining the sole right ot initiating 
and dlreoting leglslatloo. 

Oontlntiatlon of this policy Inevit- 
ably means doBtructlon of pop>i!ar nnd 
representative government, reBulllng 
in Congress bsoomini mereljr an oetao 
of the Whlto Home, and an instrument 
for passliiR appropriation bills and 
delegating legiBiatlve and veto powers 
to suoh bursaus, departmsnta and 
oommlsaions as the Presldeat nsay di- 
rect. Tbo Htntn Is being ralpdljT ab- 
sorbed by tho President 

Tho situation in Europe today, 
where the poopto of all tho leading 
iiatlona have been Involved iu war by 
the action ot their executivcH Rhuuld 
demonatrate to every thougluful man 
the danger and msnacs of embodying 
the state in any individual. There is 
more wisdom aud greater national 
safety iu the well couBidercd Judgment 
of Congress oonpoesd of 6S1 man than 
la the Jadgmoit ot any one man who 
ever lived or ever will live. The men 
who constitute Congress were chosen 
by the people to make oar laws and 
shape onr ribUoMl poUotes. The 
President was chosen to advise Con- 
gress by message and to execute the 
bws Congress may enaot 

Had Prealdeat Wilson been a real 
iidvocnte of popular government, he 
should liuve called Congress into ex- 
traordinary session months ago and 
recommended by message the raising 
of such funds as Congress might find 
necessary (or an adequate navy aud 
army, espectaily for submarines and 
luunltioaa fbr defense. Had he done 
this, there would have been slight 
i robablllty of the occurrence of the 
LuBitanla and Arabic Incidents or the 
embargo upon American cotton. 

Under the policy of executive dic- 
tatorship, conducted either person- 
ally or through the agency of bu- 
reaus, departments and commissions, 
individual InltiatlTO Is being rapidly 
crushed out In this country.

DIcUtanhIp ovor priTate 
ontsrprlao bar abnost eroihcd «afc In- 
dividual Inittlatlve. Unless this move- 
ment Is soon chocked, It must lead to 
paternalism, dry rot aud ultimate dis- 
bohrtloB.

fal relation to the buBlnesa activities 
of the country are presented in com- 
pact form in the directory ot "Com- 
mercial Organisations ot the United 
States," a new edition ot which has 
been Issued by the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Department 
of Commerco. Tho prorloua volume 
uas prepared in 1913, and all the data 
embraced In that publication were 
made to contribute toward the breadth 
and complotoneos of the now directory 
which, nevertheless, has been com- 
plb'd from actual returns received 
from various authentic sources wlthlu 
the roaeh of the bureau. Dependence 
was not placed entirely on tho Infor- 
■latlon given by trade organizations In 
response to cldcuhirs sent out from 
Washington, but valuable aaslstance 
was afforded by the PostoSco De- 
partment, through the postmasters, 
who reported upon commercial organ- 
itatlous ill their speotlve sections. 

The result Is the most complete list 
of organitations directly related to the 
commercial life of the country that 
has ever been Issued. The first edi- 
tion waa widely circulated In the 
I'nited States and copies were also 
in use in foreign countries In all parts 
ot the world. With a complete revi- 
sion the book Is expected to be still 
more valuable to business men and to 
those who wish to rearli Imslness 
meu in the larger groups thai uro here 
rmrss o n t od. 

In tho oompllatlon the organisations 
Imve been divided Into three classt s — 
interstate, national and interuatiuual 
in one; state and territorial In the 
second: strictly local associations In 

the third. The flrst class ini'iitioiied 
aie listed both alpbabeticully and by 
trade claaslflcatlons. the ohors are 
grouped according to the states in 
which they are located. 

In addition to data relating to dues. 
Income, number ot members and date 
of annual mooting, the Held ot service 
and special activities of the respective 
local organizations are shown as far 
as practicable by the use of symbols.
